abroad, ve have noted certain infcntatlon ia tho oaauscriofc materials 

uerc * nado cvaila blc to this Agency. In a* document 
envit_ed Historic Diary" thero eppe-ara on entry vhich reforo to "ca 
elderly American." The entry is under the date 26 October 1959 vhen 
Oswald vaa allegedly confined in an unidentified Moscow hospital. The 
*ten in its entirety reads t 

"An elderly American at the hospital grew cuspicioua 
about me for some reason. Ee cause at Embassy I told 
hin I had cot regiatex-ed ca cost tourist and I cn in 
general evasive about my presence in Moscow and at 
hospital* " 

It is apparent that every effort should be s-nde to idenbif” tho 
elderly American, if he existed. V,o hnvo ceen no reference to this 
detail in any materials thus far made available to this Agency on the 
Csvald investigation. VJo acsvno that the lead is still outstanding. 

It is our recocacndatloa that tho Deparfcaisnt of State urgently rcouoct 
throu^ its channels a careful search of Eabncsy and Consular rc-cordo 
in Moscow vhich right reveal the identity cf on elderly American 
^capitalised ct the end of October 1959 end possibly registered with 
tao Embassy no a tourist. An independent confirsiation of this detail 
could be of great significance in validating the entries of Oswald’ o 
Historical Diary and would possibly lend to the development of 
additional infosmtion on Ocrald' o stay in tho USSR*
